ASHINGTON, Sept. 28.— Dr. 
Constantin Duma. Austrian

States, has been formally recalled by 
his government and the State Depart- 
ment is arranging with the British 
and French embassies here for his 
safe conduct on a steamer sailing 
from New York, October 5. 

This announcement was made today

“To secure this agreement,” the 
Forsign Secretary continued, “we 
recogn hat the legitimate aspira- 
tions of the Balkan states must find 
satisfaction. The policy of Germany, 
on the other hand, has been to create 
for her own purposes, disunion and 
war among the Balkan states. She 
made use of Austria-Hungary to pre- 
cipitate the Buropean war, with the 
result that that empire is completely 
subordinated to Germany and depend- 
ent upon her. 

“Turkey, whose interests would 
have been preserved if she had re- 
mained neutral, has been gratuitously 
forced by Germany into this war, and 
is now being subordinated and made 
dependent on Germany in order to 
realize Germany's aspirations and in- 
fluence from Berlin to Bagdad.

BRITISH U-BOATS

Loss of Popular Confidence in 
Stocks Disastrous.

Reproduction on a gigantie scale, 
through cumulative Federal and State 
legislation and regulation of the con- 
ditions which caused the insolvency 
of the Rock Island, threatens the life 
of the railroad systems of the country 
as efficient mediums of commercial in- 
tercouree, declared Walker D. Hines, 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the Santa Fe, and world-renowned 
authority on the economics of trans- 
portation; in this city yesterday. 

“It is up to the government, both 
Federal and State,” he said, “to say 
whether railroad development shall be 
remain stagnant or g0 
backward.” | 

The analogy between the conditions 
which forced the Rock Island into 
bankruptcy in what was apparently 
the heyday of its prosperity and those 
created by the never-ceasing assaults 
of the lawmakers and various commis- 
sions, was strikingly developed. 
| In an instrument drawn up to pro- 
tect a Rock Island bond issue, he 
stated, it was provided. that no more 
stock should be issued by the road. 
At ‘that time Rock Island stock was 
selling around $150, and “it would 
have been possible,” Mr. Hines said, 
“to have made sales of stock at this 
figure which would have financed the 
road for many years to come.” 

With further sales of stock pro- 


waa forced to secure money for addi- 
tians and betterments through the 
medium of bond issues and notes, un- 
til, at the time of the crash, the ratio 
of outstanding indebtedness to stock 
was at 3 to 1.

fer all the railroads of the country 
by making railroad stock an undesir- 
able investment and forcing the car- 
riers to issue bonds or notes to secure 
the money with which to make such 
improvements as necessity dictates.”’ 

That conditions are such at present 
that the Santa Fe management con- 
templates no improvements of large 
size was emphatically stated by Mr. 
Hines. Asked regarding the report 
that the Santa Fe would erect a large 
depot here the coming year, Mr. Hines 
shook his head and remarked: 1 
know nothing of such a contemplated 
improvement.” 

Previous to his election as chairman 
of the Executive Committee of the 
Santa Fe Mr. Hines was general 
counsel for the road, and previous 
to that first vice-president of the 
Louleville and Nashville Railroad. He 
arrived here early yesterday morning, 
after spending some days at San Di- 
ego, and left last night for his head- 
quarters in New York. 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Hines, 
in a formal statement on railroad 
financial conditions, “that the future 
of railroad development in this coun- 
try is dependent upon such an im- 
provement in governmental regulation 
as will promote railroad credit to the 
extent that the investing public will 
buy with confidence, not only addition- 
al issues of railroad bonds, but also 
issues of railroad stocks. 

“The point must be emphasized that 
the public interest requires that a sub- 
stantial part of railroad financing 
shall be done through the issue and 
sale of railroad stock rather than of 
railroad bonds or notes. 

“In recent years it has been prac- 
ticable to dispose of very little rail- 
road stock, and the result is that the 
railroads almost without exception 
have had to raise their needed capital 
by issuing bonds or notes, thus con- 
tinually piling up railroad indebted- 
ness, 

MARGIN OF SAFETY. 


When bonds or notes are issued the 
railroad company has to meet period- 
ically a fixed obligation in the way of 
interest and besides has to pay the 
principal of the obligations at ma- 
turity. To make these obligations at- 
tractive investments it is necessary for 
the railroad company to have in nor- 
mal times a large margin of safety in 
the way of earnings in excess of the 
bond interest and other fixed charges’ 
in order to assure the investor that 
his interest and principal can be paid 
when due notwithstanding the inter- 
vention from time to time of hard 
times and small earnings. But when 
a railroad company raises all of its 
new capital by the tasue of bonds or 
notes and none of it bv the issue of 
capital stock, the result is that the 
fixed oblieations keep increasing and 
the margin of safety keeps diminish- 
ing. This means impairment of credit.

The financial straits in which the
